To  get  up  everyday,  rain  or  shine,  in  order  to  train  to  run  a 
marathon  is  grueling  work.  It  takes  plenty  of  grit,  determination,  and  discipline.  I  choose 
to  run  because  it  makes  me  feel  exhilarated.  When  most  people  are  sleeping  (at  4:45 
a.m.),  I  am  outside  running.  Sometimes  as  I  run,  I  ask  myself  who  is  better  -  off:  those 
who  are  asleep  at  home  or  me?

SCHOOL  OF  ADULT  AND  PROFESSIONAL  EDUCATION 

1 999  was  the  inaugural  year  for  the  Delta  Gamma  Sigma  Honor  Society  of  the  School  of  Adult 
and  Professional  Education.  The  name  of  the  honor  society  is  derived  from  the  first  letter  of 
the  Greek  words  Diakonia,  service,  Gnosis,  knowledge  and  Sophia,  wisdom.  The  words 
represent  the  goal  of  the  college  "to  prepare  each  student  for  a  life  characterized  by  integrity, 
intellectual  and  spiritual  values,  social  responsibility  and  service." 

Membership  is  based  on  academic  performance  and  significant  volunteer  service  to  the 
college  or  to  the  community.  Students  who  have  completed  thirty  credits  or  more  at  St. 
Joseph's  College  with  a  cumulative  index  of  3.85  or  higher  are  eligible  for  election  to 
membership.  Eligible  students  submit  an  application  with  evidence  of  volunteer  service  and 
an  essay  reflecting  on  this  service;  it  is  reviewed  by  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Dean.  No 
more  than  fifteen  percent  of  the  enrolled  School  of  Adult  and  Professional  Education  students 
with  thirty  credits  or  more  are  elected  to  the  society. 

An  investiture  ceremony  was  held  on  October  8th,  1999  in  the  Auditorium  of  Sister  Vincent 
Therese  Hall.  Opening  remarks  were  made  by  Dr.  Thomas  G.  Travis,  Vice  President  and  Dean 
of  the  School  of  Adult  and  Professional  Education.  David  M.Wolff,  was  the  candidate  selected 
to  speak  about  his  reflections  on  service.  Linda  Fonte,  Assistant  Dean,  then  presented  the 
candidates  with  certificates  of  membership  and  service  pins.  A  light  collation  was  served  for 
members,  their  families  and  friends.
